TEL AVIV, April 15 (R). — 
A new chief of staff takes 
command of the Israeli army 
tomorrow at a time when mili- 
tary morale is smarting over 
criticism at home and abroad 
of last month's invasion of so- 
uth Lebanon. 

The outgoing chief, LL-Gen. 
Mordechal Gur, hims elf took 
over exactly four years ago 
when the army was demorali- 
sed by political and military 
mistakes connected with the 
1975 October war. 

His successor, Maj.-Gen. Ra- 
phael (Raful) Ertan, will have 
to cope with what has been 
widely interpreted as a drop 
in discipline among Israeli tro- 
ops. Ibis drop in discipline 
has been widely attributed to 
doubts about the wisdom of the 
Lebanese action and to doubts 
Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin’s hardline insistence on Je- 
wish rights in occupied Arab 
lands. 

Two incidents during the so- 
uthern Lebanese campaign il- 
lustrate the disciplinary prob- 
lems with which Gen. Eitan 
will have to deal. 

Six soldiers and a civilian 
took an army vehicle on a sig- 
htseeing tour and ran into a 
Palestinian ambush near the 
port city of Tyre. Four were 
kflled and one captured, with 
only two managing to return, 
to Israeli-held territory. 

The “joy-ride” was described 
by Cabinet Secretary Aiye Na- 
or as a clear breach of army 
discipline. 

. : Shortly afterwards two sol- 
dlers were killed and others 


wounded when an nnauthor- 
sed soldier drove a half-track 
personnel carrier off a hilltop. 
He had not been trained to dri- 
ve such a vehicle. 

That incident was also desc- 
ribed by the Israel army radio 
as a flagrant breach of discipl- 
ine. The radio also said the so- 
ldiers In the vehicle were not 
wearing their mandatory hel- 
mets. 

In press interviews Gen. Gur 
has also referred to looting by 
Israeli forces in southern Le- 
banon, saying the men involved 
would be cotm-martialled. 


Private doubts 


The Israel army has always 
prided itself on its unusual 
form of discipline, with soldi- 
ers obeying orders explicitly 
while calling senior officers by 
their first names. 

Tbday, many young Israelis, 
whether in the regular army, or 
in the reserves, say they will 
have no hesitation in fighting 
for the defence of the country. 

But many admit in private 
conversation they might have 
doubts if called on to defend 
what the government calls Is- 
raeli rights in the occupied We- 
st Bank. 

A recent mass rally in Tel 
Aviv under the slogan “peace 
now” was addressed by a gro- 
up of reserve officers. 

They carefully refrained 
from personal attacks on Mr. 
Begin, but all said they wo- 
uld be for happier if they kn- 
ew they would be called up to 
defend Israel and not to fight 


for Jewish villages of doubtful 
military value in northern Sin- 
ai or the occupied West Bank. 

Israeli chiefs of staff have 
usually been replaced, even if 
they have not completed their 
allotted three-year term of of- 
fice, following a war or a ma- 
jor military operation.

Gen. Gur remained as chief 
of staff a year beyond his origi- 
nal threeyear appointment. 
But last November, following 
publication of a press inter- 
view in which he expressed do- 
ubts about the peaceful inten- 
tions of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s planned visit 
to Jerusalem, Defence Minister 
Fmr wedzman demanded his re- 
placement. 

Relations between the two 
moi have been described as st- 
rained from the start, and it is 
doubtful if Gen. Gur would 
have remained in his past for 
long, even without that interv- 
iew. 

His replacement, Gen. Eit- 
an, is known as a strict disci- 
plinarian and a n^n not' well 
; disposed towards the press.

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Mr. Waldheim’s 
difficult visit 


The visit to the Middle East of United Nations 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim will be used as an 
opportunity to discuss the dormant but not dead idea 
of a United Nations-sponsored conference as a prelude 
to resumption of a full-scale Geneva Middle East Peace 
Conference. Mr. Waldheim first proposed the idea in 
the wake of the Sadat visit to Jerusalem, but it did not 
receive full consideration, and still does not today, 
because the circumstances to hold a full peace 
conference with all the Arab parties present still do 
not exist. But Mr. Waldheim’s discussions will serve 
a useful purpose, in that they will help focus 
attention once again on the long-term aims of all the 
would-be peacemakers in the Middle East picture. 
Concurrently, the Waldheim initiative will necessarily 
hel£> focus yet more attention on the important fact 
that a full-scale conference is unlikely until one sees 
a more realistic negotiating position on the Israeli side. 

No doubt, Mr. Waldheim will get manhandled, as 
he usually does in Israel, because the Israelis have no 
need for the United Nations, except when it provides 
convenient cover for them to sneak out of south 
Lebanon. But the fact that Mr. Waldheim will talk to 
the Israelis and several Arab states about the need to 
look forward to a reconvened Geneva conference will 
only put more pressure on the Israelis to admit that 
their negotiating posture is unrealistic, and unlikely 
to lead to anything called peace, security or quiet Mr. 
Waldheim himself is not going to bring the Israelis to 
their senses, but he is important because he is part of 
a greater impetus that constantly finds its peace hopes 
dashed on the obstinacy and predatory character of 
Israel. Indeed, it is symbolic that Mr. Waldheim goes 
to Israel this week because United Nations troops have 
had to step in to end the Israeli occupation of yet 
another neighbouring Arab state’s lands. Thus the 
Israelis will have even more reason than usual to give 
Mr. Waldheim a hard time, because his visit is a living 
symbol of Israel’s intemperate warmongering. 


ARAB PRESS COMMEMTARY 


AL RAT observed Saturday that the Middle East crisis con- 
tinues to receive top priority in the international endeavour to 
find a settlement by persuading Israel to come to terms with 
the requirements of peace. But, it is regrettable, the newspaper 
adds, that the Arabs seem to be unware of these international 
peace efforts at a time when Israel continues to "swallow up 
Arab lands piecemeal, while the Arab reaction does not go be- 
yond hollow statements of denunciation." 

Hence Jordan's latest move focussed on the importance of 
first building up the Arabs' own power before taking up the 
unending Arab differences.

Refugees protest 
to Waldheim over 
UNRWA cutbacks 

AMMAN, April 15 (R). — Representatives of Palestinian 
refugees in Jordan today complained against the planned 
reduction in the educational facilities and food rations sup- 
plied by the United Nations Relief and Works Agency (UN- 
RWA). 

In a memorandum addressed to the United Nations Secre- 
tary General Kurt Waldheim, distributed here today, they 
described the planned reduction as “a stab and a link in the 
chain of conspiracies -- aimed at our steadfastness and insis- 
tence on restoring our rights...." 

The memorandum said that UNRWA wanted to closedown 
preparatory classes in Its schools, which would "throw out 
about 35,000 school children and render some 1,000 teachers 
jobless. 

"This is a brand of shame to humanity.* 1 the refugees 
said. 

They charged that the agency had taken its budget deficit 
as a pretext for the planned reduction and called on Dr. 
Waldheim to make all possible efforts to maintain the stand- 
ards by which it operated so far, "which am m inimal. "

Jordan, Iraq discuss promoting trade exchange 

AMMAN, April 15 (JNA). — Discussion for incre- 
asing and promoting trade exchanges between Jordan 
and Iraq began at the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce here today. The possibility of raising the import 
quotas for the Jordanian and Iraqi trade centres was 
also debated. Sources at the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce said the two sides formed two working 
committees to negotiate increasing and encouranging 
trade exchange and overcoming difficulties in meeting 
the import quotas of the two trade centres. The Jor- 
danian team in these talks was led by Under-Secretary 
of the Ministry of Industry and Commerce Dr. Hashem 
Dabbas and the Iraqi team by Under-Secretary of the 
Ministry of Commerce Dr. Mahdi A1 ’Ubeidi. Earlier in 
the morning, the Iraqi delegation -was received by the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce, Dr. Najmeddine 
Dajani. 

Wheat deal with U.S. amended 

AMMAN, April 15 (JNA). — An amended wheat 
agreement between the governments of Jordan and the 
United States was signed at the Ministry of Supply 
here today. Under the amended agreement, conclu- 
ded last January, the United States will provide Jor- 
dan with an additional 3,500 tons of wheat, raising the 
total to 53,500 tons for the fiscal year 1978. The agree- 
ment provides that the United States will finance pur- 
chase of the wheat, valued at $6.3 million in the form 
a loan payable within 20 years at two per cent profit 
for the first and second years and three per cent few the 
remaining years. The agreement was signed for Jordan 
by Minister of Supply Marwan A1 Qasim and for the 
United by Ambassador Thomas Pickering. An official 
source at the Ministry of Supply said the ministry will 
sell the wheat to local mills and consumers in Jordan- 
ian currency. Revenues will go toward financing deve- 
lopment projects in rural areas. 

Jordanian-Syrian Customs Committee to iron out 
bugs in unified customs Indices 

AMMAN, April 15 (JNA). — The joint Jordanian- 
Syrian Customs Committee will meet in Amman . on 
Tuesday, the under-secretary of the Ministry of Fin- 
ance and Customs said here today. He said that the 
committee will iron out problems arising from the ap- 
plication of the unified indices for customs duties im- 
posed on raw materials employed in similar industries 
in both countries.

Tourism development official 
tourism expertise 


LONDON, April 15 (LPS). 
— The Director of Investment 
and Development of the Minis- 
try of Tourism and Antiquities 
in Amman, Mr. Abdul Qader 
Yousef Shuman, will be return- 
ing to Jordan April 17 after 
faking part in a three month 
course in Britain on tourism 
planning. 

The studies, run by the Pro- 
ject Planning Centre at Brad- 
ford University, Northern En- 
gland, were attended by top 
management executives in die 
tourism field from thirteen co- 
untries.

He commented: “There is no 
doubt that the course is abso- 
lutely first class. It certainly 
has been very beneficial to me. 
Of particular Importance was 
the work we did on procedures 
to evaluate and analyse tourism 
projects. 

"In Jordan, our development 
of the industry is running on

because it is so difficult to get 
bold of skilled manpower. 'Hie 
government's regulations cov- 
ering apprentices are strict and 
of course expensive, but after 
<me year’s training an appre- 
ntice is about 50 per cent pro- 
ductive for his employer. 

So far arrangements have 
been fixed up with one govern- 
ment department and five 
Anns, specialising in textiles, 
electrical goods, wood, metal 
and automechanics. Others are 
under negotiation. 

One advantage of this appro- 
ach to vocational training is 
that you can be more confident 
that you are training people for 
Jobs that really need to be 
done. The Ministry of Educa- 
tion traditionally depends on 
statistics and projections on 
future demand but these tend 
to be less reliable than fee 
Judgment of firms who are pay- 
ing for the training themsel- 
ves. 

Another advantage is that 
because trainees only spend a 
third of their time in formal 
institutions, training facilities 
can serve a larger number of 
people. 

" The corporation has so far 
been making use of Ministry of 
Education facilities. But it has 
recently put in a bid for its 
own training centres. This is a 
project which might be financ- 
ed by the European Commis- 
sion, but a final decision is not 
expected before the summer. 

A brighter future 

One critical problem remains 
that of finding suitably quali- 
fied teachers. There seems no 
way to stop the brain drain to 
the ofl rich states. So as from 
the beginning of this year, the 
government has started train- 
ing three times as many tech- 
nical teachers as it needs, Mr. 
Masri said. Last year 70 were 
qualified; this year the figure 
will be nearer 120. Most of 
the expansion has taken place 
at the new polytechnic at Mar- 
ka, 

Technical training In Jordan 
has been going through a rath- 
er strained period in the recent 
past, but with all the expansion 
that is planned “the future”, 
Mr. Masri said, “is much bri- 
ghter”.

AMMAN, April 15 (JNA). — 
The settlement of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict depends on Is- 
rael’s recognising the right of 
Palestinians to self-determinat- 
ion and its withdrawal from 
the occupied Arab lands, His 
Highness Crown Prince- Hassan 
told a group of UJ5. clergymen 
who represent 40 million Ame- 
rican Christians. 

Prince Hassan explained that 
Israel is trying to divert the 
attention of the Western World 
from the basic problem through 
military adventures and propa- 
ganda campaigns. He cited the 
Israeli occupation of south Le- 
banon and the Israeli campaign

Israel is oppressing 
the people in the occupied lan- 
ds through deportation, Israeli 
domination of fee economy of 
the occupied territories, the Ju- 
diazation of school curricula 
and freezing Islamic laws. Pr- 
ince Hassan added.

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British trade deficit 

figures accent fears

LONDON, April 15 (AP). — Britain has announced its second-largest 
monthly trade deficit of the year, underlying growing fears in the business 
community about the country’s economic prospects. The Department of 
Trade yesterday reported that Britain had a visible trade deficit for March 
of £264 million (about $488 million). 


The figures were much worse 
than the financial community 
expected. But the Labour gov- 
ernment described them as 
“erratic and bad” and said that 
no conclusions should be dra- 
wn from one month. 

The figures come just three 
days alter the government an- 
nounced its budget for the 
new fiscal year. The budget 
cut taxes to retlate the econo- 
my by £2.5 billion, (around 
$4.62 billion). But the package 
fell short of what was hoped 
for by the unions and indus- 
trialists. 

Britain entered March with 
a visible trade surplus of £80 
million ($148 million) from 
February. 

But exports fell by £169 mil- 
lion (S3 12.6 million) to £2.83 
billion pounds ($5.23 billion), 
while imports jumped £175 


Israeli cost

TEL AVIV, April 15 (R).

More oil hits French coast 


BREST. France April 15 (AP). — More than 96 kms. of Britan- 
ny beaches have been affected by a new onslaught of crude 
oil from the wrecked supertanker Amoco Cadiz during the past 
24 hours, the French navy said yesterday. Between Portsall 
and Plouescat, beaches cleaned only recently of the oil spilled 
after the March 17 wreck were inundated for the second time 
and littered with the remains of thousands of fish and seabirds 
killed by the pollution. High winds and heavy seas shifted the 
oil slick back towards the coast after it had drifted far out to 
sea. Two French army battalions have now joined several thou- 
sands soldiers already at work cleaning the polluted beaches.

Ford is hit with a string of legal actions 


over it s pint - size - - and deadly - - Pinto 


By William Scobie 


LOS ANGELES (F.T.) — The 
Ford Motor Company’s $125 
m. headache is growing wor- 
se. On the heels Of the larg- 
est personal injury award in 
history --to iS-year old Ri- 
chard Grlmshaw, for the bu- 
ms he suffered when the Pin- 
to "sub-compact” car in whi- 
ch he was riding burst into 
flames after an accident in 
Los Angeles -- the company 
is being hit with a string of 
new legal actions. They are 
ail aimed at the hapless Pinto, 
which jury foreman Andrew 
Quinn describee as "a lousy, 
unsafe product". 

Mr. Quinn said the Los An- 
geles jury, in making this hu- 
ge award, "wanted to make 
sure Ford wouldn't design ca- 
rs this way again”. The plain- 
tiffs charge that Ford delibe- 
rately fitted the Pinto with po- 
orly designed petrol tanks 
which ruptured on light im- 


pact. The company knew the 
design was dangerous, jurors 
ruled, but went ahead with it 

anyway tO CUt COStS. 

Ford has already lost three 
similar Pinto fuel-tank cases 
recently, the largest award 
being three million dollars in 
1976. Now it faces a class ac- 
tion suit to force the firm to 
recall 1971-76 Pintos at the 
company's expense, and a 
S10 m. damage suit filed In a 
Fresno. California, court by 
the widow of a man whose 
Pinto burst Into flames when 
rear-ended on the highway by 
another car. 

The class action suit was 
filed in Los Angeles this mo- 
nth on behalf of some three 
million Pinto owners who are 
driving today with the alle- 
gedly dangerous tank. These 
and 20 other Pinto suits, pe- 
nding against Ford, backed by 
nationally publicised findings 
of a Ralph Nader study dec- 
laring the car unsafe, have

caused an uproar in the au- 
tomobile industry. 

Experts believe the $125 
m. punitive damages (with a 
further $3.5 m. in compensa- 
tory awards) will be reduced 
on appeal. Ford officials call 
the sum "unreasonable and 
unwarranted”, while the pre- 
sident of the American Insu- 
rance Association has denoun- 
ced it as "cruel and unusual 
punishment”. 

But many Americans are 
welcoming the California ju- 
ry’s attempt to make the in- 
dustry --as Mr. Quinn puts 
it - - "sit up and take notice".

The company's own records, 
produced in court, showed th- 
at as early as 1972 (the year 
of Grimshaw’s accident), Ford 
engineers reported, on the ba- 
sis of a cos t-versus- bene fit 
analysis, that it would not be 
"cost effective" to make al- 
terations in the controversial 
fuel tank, although extra pro- 
tection measures could have 
been provided for about $11 
per car. One witness, Mr. Ha- 
rley Copp, a retired Ford en- 
gineer critical of Pinto design, 
referred to Ford memos indi- 
cating that a delay of two 
years in making these chan- 
ges could save the company 
millions of dollars. 

But what may have tipped 
the balance in the jury's mind 
was a 1970 film, made by 
Ford, of the Pinto’s last test 
before being declared roadw- 
orthy. The car was backed in- 
to a wall at 20 xnph. "and the 
gas tank just seemed to ex- 
plode." said one juror later. 


"The fluid in that case wasn't 
flammable. 

"But I thought, hell, that 
would have happened to those 
passengers if it had been ga- 
soline. For me. that film was 
a turning point" 

The case had been in pre- 
paration for six years. The tr- 
ial has lasted six months. But 
it took the jury only a day 
and a half to reach its conc- 
lusion. 

Since the car in which he 
was travelling was hit from 
behind on a California high- 
way, young Grimshaw, who 
lost his nose, left ear and 
four fingers, and suffered bu- 
ms over 90 per cent of his 
body, has undergone about 60 
operations, and there are more 
to come. The driver of the 
Pinto, a 52-year old woman, 
died from her bums. 

Car manufacturers began 
placing petrol tanks behind 
the rear axles of small, light- 
weight vehicles in the late 
1960's as a cost-cutting mea- 
sure. The design was intended 
to produce a cheaper car to 
compete with European imp- 
orts. But most experts agree 
that it made the tank more 
vulnerable in even low-speed 
crashes. The Pinto was the 
worst offender, it was charg- 
ed at the Grlmshaw trial. "The 
tank was a mere three and 


a quarter Inches from the dif- 
ferential housing," said an at- 
torney. "In a smash that ho- 
using acts like a can-opener.” 

Insurers are protesting vig- 
orously against the soaring 
sums being awarded in pers- 
onal injury cases these days. 
The insurance industry has 
mounted an aggressive publi- 
city campaign to "alert Ame- 
ricans ro the dangers”. Adv- 
ertisements in Time, the Wall 
Street Journal and other pub- 
lications point to "windfall 
awards" - - 145 of them for 
more than one million dollars 
in the last five years -- and 
warn that the public. Includ- 
ing jurors, will foot the bill 
through higher premiums. 

But public feeling appears 
solidly behind the injured par- 
ties. "It is nothing short of 
criminal when the lives of mi- 
llions of Americans are risked 
in the name of profit.” wrote 
one Los Angeles Times read- 
er recently. Another suggest- 
ed that the jury's award in 
the Grimshaw case "may have 
been conservative”, since the 
sum is roughly equal to For- 
d's profit for one recent mon- 
th. The company set sales and 
earnings records In 1977 with 
a net profit of SI .7 bn.

The world's first commercial tidal power station could 
be generating electricity in five years if a scheme to 
harness the largest known reserve of this form of energy 
gets the expected go-ahead.

OTTAWA. (WFS) — The Ca- 
nadian Government is decid- 
ing whether to go ahead with 
a huge energy scheme to har- 
ness the world’s largest res- 
erve of tidal power, in the 
Fundy Bay area of Nova Sco- 
tia on Canada’s Atlantic sea- 
board. 

A positive decision seems 
more likely after a recent 
announcement by the count- 
ry's Energy Minister, Mr. Ali- 
stair Gillespie, that he is pla- 
nning to spend a massive 
C$55,000 m. over the next 
decade on developing Canada's 
energy resources, including 
tidal power. 

The Fundy Bay scheme wo- 
uld be by far the largest of 


its kind in the world and 
would represent a revolution 
in energy technology. So far 
only France and the USSR 
have tidal power stations in 
operation, both of which are 
experimental in nature and ge- 
nerate only minute quantities 
of power. 

The output from the Cana- 
dian tidal power station wo- 
uld be 4,000 times greater - 

than from the Russian one at 
Murmansk, the largest in 
operation at the moment. 


Promising outlook 


smaller dams, each producing 
1,000 megawatts, C$2,000 m. 
each. Therefore, on the balan-

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Premier Gerald Regan of 
Nova Scotia says the outlook 
appears promising. One of the

The Bay of Fundy is for- 
med by a large breach in the 
land, separating Nova Scotia 
from New Brunswick. The 
Atlantic Ocean sweeps into 
the Gulf of Maine and around 
the southern tip of Nova Sc- 
otia almost 160 kms. up the 
Bay of Fundy, creating a pow- 
erful high tide of 10.8 metres 
at the top of the bay. That 
is exactly two metres higher 
than the world’s second-larg- 
est tidal range, in Britain's 
Severn Estuary, where high 
tides reach 8.8 metres. There, 
too, a scheme to harness the 
power of the tide is under 
consideration. 

Plans for the Fundy Bay 
tidal power project would in- 
volve constructing either one 
single dam eight kms. long 
across the bay or two smal- 
ler dams further up the bay 
where it divides into two sec- 
tions. 

The power output would 
be as high as 4,000 mega- 
watts, comparing favourably 
with a modern-day convent- 
ional power station burning' 
fossil fuel. Each megawatt of 
power generated would repre- 
sent an investment of one mi- 
llion dollars. The estimate for 
the eight-kilometre dam is 
C$4,000 m., and for the two 


Problems 


Tidal power does, however, 
pose many problems. There 
are fears chat the soft mud 
bottom of the bay might slow- 
ly silt up the turbines, grad- 
ually reducing output over 
the years. And the height of 
tides can vary substantially, 
producing large fluctuations 
In the output of the power st- 
ation. Sometimes the electri- 
city generated could be far 
more than necessary, and at 
other times the output could 
fall short of df-mand. Electri- 
city consumers are unlikely 
to tailor their peak demand 
periods, such as cooking the 
evening meal, to suit a high 
tide. 

One of the solutions to this 
sort of problem is to store 
the rising tide in artificial la- 
kes which could keep the tu- 
rbines rotating after the nat- 
ural tide has receded. But an 
enormous amount of water 
would have to be stored. The 
engineers reckon that it wo- 
uld take 1,500 tons of water 
to generate one kilowatt of 
electricity. 

Nevertheless, the engineers 
are ready to start work, and 
the world's first, commercial 
tidal power station could be 
generating power in five ye- 
ars. Those who want Canada 
to pioneer tidal power tech- 
nology argue that compared 
with a proposed expenditure 
of C$180,000 m- on energy 
development over the next 20 
years, the C$4,000 m. bill for 
the Fundy Ba> scheme begins 
to look like no more than a 
drop in the ocean.

Red Brigades admit 
killing jail guard, 
keep silent on Moro 

TURIN, Italy, April 15 (R). — The urban guerrilla kidnappers of former 
Italian Premier Aldo Moro broke a week of silence today with a commu- 
nique claiming responsibility for the murder of a prison guard. The four- 
page communique, found in a phone box in a Turin suburb, said Red Bri- 
gades gunmen killed the guard Lorenzo Cutogno on Tuesday because he 
was a “sadist and thug”. The Brigades also referred to the “proletariat trial” 
of Signor Aldo Moro whom they kidnapped on March 16, but they gave no 
new details about the former premier’s fate. 


The far-left Red Brigades 
tipped Italy’s ANSA news ag- 
ency that their new communi- 
que could be found in the tele- 
phone box. 

In it. they admitted that 
Cristoforo Piancone. 28. dump- 
ed outside a Turin hospital wi- 


th gunshot wounds soon after 
Tuesday's killing, was a Red 
Brigades activist. 

In the gun battle on Tues- 
day, prison guard Cutogno ma- 
naged to fire back at his assail- 
ants before dying.

S. Africa wants U.S.-U.K. 
assurance over Namibia 


PRETORIA, April 15 (R). — 
South African Foreign Minister 
Pik Botha is expected to seek 
firm assurances of an enforce- 
able ceasefire in South West 
Africa (Namibia) when he me- 
ets his British and U.S. coun- 
terpart here tomorrow, inform- 
ed sources said today. 

British Foreign Secretary Da- 
vid Owen and U.S. Secretary 
of S.ate, Cyrus Vance, will fly 
in from Dar Es Salaam and 
spend the night here before 
going on to Salisbury on the 
latest Anglo-American push for 
a peaceful Rhodesian settlem- 
ent. 

Over a working dinner he- 
re with Mr. Botha, they are 
expected to .seek South African 
support for a new all-party co- 
nference on Rhodesia including 
guerrilla leaders - - whom th- 
ey met in Dar Es Salaam - - 
and the men who have formed 
a multi-racial interim govern- 
ment in Salisbury. 

But from South Africa’s vi- 


ewpoint. Namibia is even more 
pressing. Hanging in the bala- 
nce is the West’s detailed for- 
mula for independence in the 
South African-ruled territory 
- - a formula based on a year 
of discussions with South Af- 
rica and with SWAPO, the bl- 
ack nationalist movement whi- 
ch is waging guerrilla war th- 
ere. 

Neither South Africa nor 
SWAPO has yet accepted or 
rejected the plan for intema- 
tionally-acceptable independen- 
ce, drawn up by a Frve -nation 
Western "contact group” fthe 
United States, Britain, France, 
Canada and West Germany). 

Diplomatic sources believe 
that both sides are playing a 
waiting game, anxious not to 
be blamed for wrecking the 
plan. 

South Africa has asked its 
administrator general in Nami- 
bia to assess local reaction 
to the Western plan before 
it gives its answer to the con- 
tact group.

The hunt for Signor Moro 
continued today with no sign 
of a significant breakthrough, 
and the new communique only 
added to the impression that 
the Brigades were still comfo- 
rtably outwitting the police. 

They have issued six com- 
muniques. often simultaneou- 
sly in four cities, since they 
grabbed Signor Moro and kil- 
led his five guards in a blo- 
ody ambush in Rome.

abortion for women over 18 


ROME, April 15 (AP). — The 
Italian Chamber of Deputies, 
the lower house, approved last 
night one of Europe’s most li- 
beral abortion bills. The bill 
now goes to the Senate where 
it faces stiff opposition. 

After a marathon 33-hour 
session marked by the exhausti- 
on and collapse of a woman 
deputy, the chamber voted 
308-275 for the bill that allows 
women over 18 to procure free 
abortion in the first 90 days 
of pregnancy. Currently, abor- 
tion is illegal for any reason. 

The bill cleared the chamber 
despite opposition from the 
ruling Christian Democratic 
Party and a finn anti-abortion 
campaign by the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. 

Christian Democrat Secreta- 
ry General Benigno Zaccagnini 
said his party opposed the bill 
on grounds of “moral princip- 
les” and added in apparent re- 
ference to kidnapped party Pr- 
esident Aldo Moro : 

“In these dramatic days, the 
Christian Democrats will cont- 
inue their devotion to saving 
the life of everyone -- young 
or old, bom or unborn - - from 
all violence by anybody.”

American Jewish leader accuses 
Carter of unfairness to Israel 


SOUTH BEND, Indiana, April 
15 (AP). — The U.S. govern- 
ment is not being fair to all 
parties in the Middle East, sa- 
ys an American Jewish leader 
who contends that American 
policy is aggravating tensions 
in the area. 

Albert Vorspan, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, specifi- 
cally denounced President Jim- 
my Carter's proposed sale of 
warplanes to Saudi Arabia and 
Egypt as well as Israel. 

"What we are doing is des- 
tablising and exacerbating the 
tensions in the Middle East, 
which is an idiocy in foreign po- 
licy,” Vorspan said yesterday

Vorspan also criticised the Ca- 
rter administration for bein op- 
enly critical of Israel's stance 
in peace negotiations while re- 
maining silent on Egyptian po- 
sitions. 

”If the United States turns 
its back on Israel, Israel can- 
not survive,” Vorspan said.

NEW. DELHI, April 15 (R). — 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai 
today pledged a full inquiry in- 
to a report that an American 
nuclear powered spy device 
had been lost in the Himalay- 
an snows and might contamin- 
ate the headwaters of the sa- 
cred River Ganges. 

The premier, who pressed for 
information during a talk with 
U.S. Ambassador Robert Go- 
heen, said Indians should not 
panic. 

"Until 1 get full facts it wo- 
uld not be safe to make any 
comments. But there should 
be no unnecessary panic,” Mr. 
Desai said at Delhi Airport wh- 
ere he saw reporters when aw- 
aiting a Nepalese delegation. 

Indian experts say radiation 
danger would be minimal from 
a device such as that alleged 
by America’s Outside magaz- 


ine to have been lost in 1965. 
But Indian opinion is roused 
by the idea of the clandestine 
mountaineering scheme to pl- 
ant it on Mount Nan da Devi. 

Ambassador Goheen, also at 
the airport, spoke with Mr. 
Desai for 15 minutes, saying af- 
terwards he could neither con- 
firm nor deny the magazine 
report. 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) intended the spy 
device to monitor Chinese atom 
bomb testa but an avalanche 
buried it, said the magazine. 
It said the casing of the nuclear 
power pack could corrode and 
radioactivity could then conta- 
minate the headwaters of the 
sacred Ganges. 

The State Department in 
Washington has declined com- 
ment, beyond saying it is in to- 
uch with India and is checking 
the report.

A two-way finesse is a 
treacherous holding, for it’s 
always difficult to guess 
which defender has the miss- 
ing honor. The best method 
of tackling such a combina- 
tion is to find a line that 
eliminates the finesse com- 
pletely. 

South took a jfirect route 
to the optimum contract. 
Once his partner supported 
spades, South knew exactly 
where he wanted to play the 
hand. 

West led the king of dia- 
monds, and when dummy ap- 
peared. it seemed that de- 


clarer would have to rely on !• 
the club finesse for his con- 
tract. To complicate life, he i 
could play either defender : 
for the missing lady. 1 

Closer analysis revealed 
that a strip and end play 
could guarantee the con- 
tract. . The opening lead 
marked the queen of dia- 
monds with West. If trumps 
were 2-2, declarer could 
draw trumps, eliminate 
hearts, and then throw West 
in with the queen of dia- 
monds to force an advan- 
tageous lead. 

Accordingly, declarer won 
the ace of diamonds and 
drew two rounds of trumps. 
He wasn’j, too concerned 
that the suit split 3-1, be- 
cause it was West who show- 
ed out on the second trump. 
That meant that a partial 
elimination would succeed. 

Declarer cashed the king 
and ace of hearts, then 
ruffed a heart, stripping 
that suit from both his hand 
and dummy. Now West was 
given the lead when declarer 
exited with a diamond. 

West was faced with a 
choice of unhappy plays. If 
he returned a red suit, de- 
clarer would ruff with dum- 
my’s remaining trump while 
discarding a club from his 
hand. If West shifted to 
dubs, it would eliminate 
declarer's guess in that suit 
and present him with three 
club tricks. Either way, tbe 
slam was assured.
